The White Paper declares, 
“There is no doubt that the 
adoption of mutual aid by the 
United Nations contributed ‘In 
no small measure towards vic- 
tory.” . : 
It outlines the history of mulual 
aid fromthe passing of the Lend- 
Leuse Act by the United States in 
March, 1941, to the end of the sys- 
tem on September, 1, 1945. This 
mutual aid, says the White Paper, 
“beuan with the United States pro- 
viding goods, services and capital 
facilities to nations whose fighting 
contributed to her own defeaca, and 
ended with practleally olf the 
United Nations helping cach ‘other.”" 

At the war's height, the United 

Nations were alding cach other free- 
ly to the scale of some £4,500,000,000 
yenrly—not far from the total value 
of world exports in a good pre-war 
year. Though contributions varied 
according to cach nation’s Indus- 
trial capacity, its dearce of mobilisa- 
tlon and its proximity to the waz 
theatres, the published figures show 
that they formed a significant pro- 
portion of. each country’s resources. 
In giving detailed statistics of the 
United. Kingdom's contributlua, ihe 
White Paper. states: "If value has 
been attached to the ald rendered 
by the United Kingdom, it is only 
to provide a meusure.of an. Impres- 
sive aspect, of her war effort," 
-"Tncall, the” United - Kingdom ~pro- 
vided mutual aid to the value ‘of 
£2,078,500,000, beginning with reci- 
procal tld to the United States aid 
ald to Russia, and ending with aid 
to 14 countries, including all the 
European’ allies and China. 

Some 60 per cent of the aggregate 
mutual aid went to the United States, 
mainly due to the presence of large 
American forecs in the United King- 
dom. which was the base’ both for 
attacks on North Africa and Nor- 
mandy ond for alr attacks.» Russia 
received 15 per cént. i .

Dr Garbett said the pledge com- 
mits the couple to baptise children 
in the Catholle Church, to raise

—Nine 
jalleged leaders’ of the French 
Nazi underground organisation, 
said by the French police to be 
devoted to the rebirth of Nation- 
al Socialism . in Europe,: have 
been arrested following — police 
raids. on outfits of the clandea- 
tine newspaper, Le Combatant 
European. 


The paper declared that the war 
was not over and called for Fascists 
to re-froup and to refuse to ndmit 
defeat. ‘The alms of the. French 
Nazis Include the organisation of an 
underground escape route for Ger 
men prisoners of war and - to ald 
persons accused af collaboration. 

"Those arrested include several pre- 
viously arrested and freed oan war- 
time collaborators or members of the 
Vichy French pro-Nazi militia. One 
of those arrested was a warker In the 
Chamber of Deputies archives, and 
another. Roger Boutillot, reportedly 
was’ wartime propagandist for radio 
Stuttgart. 

A later message sald: ‘the Securlty 
Police. announced the arrest of 17 
more members, Including alleged 
leaders of the French Nazi organisa- 
tion und Parls newspapers. The 
security police claimed it is part of 
a Europe-wide werewolf group. 


Among those taken .into custody on. 


chnrges ranging from forgery and 
,embezzlement to espionage and 
threatening the security of-the State 
were Rene Binet, 33-year-old former 
SS mémber who Is sald to be Presl~ 
tent of the organisation, and his wife 
Malic. :
